FUNDS FOR USE 
OF U. S. AGENCIES 


Washington, Feb.

(AP)—The 
house 
apropriations 
committee 
recommended $1,898,512,769 today to 
operate more than a score of inde­ 
pendent government agencies for 
the year starting July I—an increase 
of more than $298,000,000 over the 
current year. 
Despite the increase, the commit­ 
tee lopped $1,580,670 from some of 
the budget bureau’s estimates. 
It withheld the $2,038,175 appro­ 
priation recommended for the fed­ 
eral 
communications 
commission, 
pending action by congress on the 
President’s request for re-organiza­ 
tion of the commission, torn recently 
by internal dissension. 
The committee proposed slashing 
$2,000 from the salaries of members 
of the maritime commission and 
the administrator of the new civil 
aeronautic authority. 
The commit­ 
tee said the reduction to $10,000 was 
in line with the treatment accord­ 
ed members of both the interstate 
commerce and tariff commissions. 
The net increase in the bill’s total 
was accounted for by inclusion of a 
new item of $100,000,000 for the 
maritime commission’s construction 
fund and a grant authorizing the 
commission to contract for an addi­ 
tional $230,000,000 of construction. 
Among other new items was $21,- 
218,000 for the civil aeronautics au­ 
thority. 
The agency has been op­ 
erating with $14,719,935 transferred 
from agencies whose functions it ab­ 
sorbed last fall. 
The committee recommended $3,- 
189,600 for the labor relations board, 
an increase of $234,600 over the 
current figure anly only $40,000 less 
than the budget approved. 
Asserting that recent events have 
“demonstrated the dominance of air 
power in international affairs,” the 
committee approved a $480,000 in­ 
crease for the national advisory 
committee for aeronautics, giving it 
$2,180,000 for the year. 
By far the largest items in the 
bill were $561,093,000 for the veter­ 
ans’ administration and $350,000,000 
for the social security board.

When relining a coat have the 
lining and coat finished separately 
at the lower hems. Loosely tack to­ 
gether at the seams. The coat will 


more comfortably than if lining and 
hem of coat are sewed together.
